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NURSING NOTES 


AN ULTIMATUM. 

E pointed out in a recent issue that the ap- 
puointment of several well-known matrons to 
select the nurses for the Joint War Committee— 
though a step in the right direction—was not 
enough. What is the use of choosing nurses, if 
they are delayed for weeks, or if the protégées of 
influential ladies are substituted (as has happened 
more than once) or if the nurses selected for one 
post are transferred elsewhere by various “com- 
missioners ’’ working abroad. It is an insult to 
engage such good matrons and give them no 
executive power and no representation. We are 
glad but not surprised to learn that Miss Swift 
(who is now Matron-in-Chief at St. John’s Gate 
also takes this point of view and has presented to 
the authorities an “ultimatum ” demanding repre- 
sentation of the nursing profession itself on the 
Executive Committee. Nurses have cause to 

thank Miss Swift for making this firm stand. 

WANTED A WOMAN FRENCH! 

WE have pointed out the need for a woman 
Kitchener who could hold all the threads in her 





hands and, wielding full executive power, send 
out units at a moment’s notice. An equally great 
need is that of a woman who would do abroad— 
in regard to nursing—the work of a General 
French. All this nursing work wants a woman- 

and a nurse—on the Spot. Instead we have a 
tangle—nurses delayed, sent out, sent back, Red 
Cross commissioners rushing about France, con 
tradictory reports, and want of co-ordination. 
Why is there no central clearing house in France 
with a responsible hospital matron in charge so 
that a constant watch might be kept on the 
demand and supply of nurses? Why was the lady 
who went to Paris to take charge of a piece of 
work which might have developed into a clearing 
house taken from it and put in charge of a hos- 
pital? And why has no one been sent out to take 
her place? One woman of experience and ability 
should direct nursing operations in France, in 
constant touch with the “‘Woman Kitchener” 
here 

TOO MANY COOKS. 

EVERYTHING is altered from’day to day, and 
between the continually changing orders from 
high officials (who know nothing about nursing) 
and the influence unfortunately wielded by aristo- 
cratic ladies, the life of the nursing authorities is 
not an enviable one. ‘“‘ What is wanted,” said a 
humorist recently, “is for someone to go out 
and quietly bury the aristocrats in the back 
garden!” 

We regret to say that it 1@ opinion of one 
authority that the Joint Committee has made 
confusion worse confounded! We can only hope 
that eventually order may come out of chaos, but 
it is possible that this may have to be attained at 
the cost of dissolving the present organisations 
and starting afresh.

To 
this Sir Frederick Treves replied that “in actual 
fact these detachments are being extensively em- 

both at home and abroad, with great 
age and success, even although they are 
not employed in the actual nursing of the sick.” 

Can it be wondered at if the public, and the lay 
press, are utterly at sea as to what constitutes a 
trained nurse? 
laily paper a few days ago there appeared 
title “The Need for Nurses at the 
Front” an article pleading for a “war course ” 
which would “enable an intelligent woman to 
it she ought to know about the treat- 

wounded in six months”! Another 
daily paper has a siz weeks’ course for amateurs 
with a view to their being sent to the front. 
“Aren’t the newspapers hopeless?” writes a 
nurse referring to these misdirected efforts. 

Alas! mo sooner was war declared than 
Belgium and France were flooded with untrained, 
irresponsible and otherwise utterly unfit though 
zealous women who, ignorant or forgetful of the 
fact that it takes three or even more years to 
make a nurse, rushed in where truly angels might 
fear to tread.. That some of these were young 
girls with first aid and home nursing certificates 
and perhaps a few weeks hospital training seems 
beyond doubt. From one responsible V.A.D. 
commandant we hear that irresponsible action on 
the part of several of her members has resulted in 
dismissal from her corps and the request for the 
return of the uniform to headquarters. 

We need not insist here—we have done s0 
frequently ever since war broke out—on the 
danger of untrained nursing at the front. It 
should be sufficiently evident by now. Yet we 
hear of doctors who say that the first-aid 
worker is of more use on the battle-field than 
the trained nurse! Indeed we cannot hold 
some members of the medical profession alto- 
gether free from blame for a state of things during 
this war which has been described by a nurse 
who was in the Boer campaign as “worse than 
South Africa.” 

We are not saying that all the untrained women 
who have gone to the front in nursing guise (or

A glance through the reports of various detach- 


ments in The Red Cross monthly magazine for 
November gives one an idea of what is being 
done at some of the centres. Two detachments 


have fitted up an empty house as a Red Cross 
Hospital of thirty beds; a hospital of twenty beds 
at Timperley “can be opened in forty-eight hours 
after the receipt of news that patients are 
coming.” Cumberland 6, Carlisle “has _ pre 
pared a hospital for forty patients while 
awaiting mobilisation the detachment has under- 
taken rest station work. At Torquay two hos 
pitals ““were approved and accepted by the mili- 
tary authorities as auxiliary civil hospitals,” and 


seventeen patients have arrived. The nursing 
staff includes six fully-trained nurses. “The 


detachments are trying in every

Torbay Hospital and the 
stitute, while many recruits are being trained so 
that they may fill posts should the war be 
protracted. In such cases all novices will be 
required to begin work as ward maids, which posts 
are now being filled by trained detachment 
members.” Brentwood (Essex 18) is another 
detachment which appears to have been mobi- 
lised as early as August 9th, when it was 
“suddenly ordered by telegram to get ready a 
hospital to receive cases of accident and sickness 
occurring amongst the troops during transit.” In 
two hours the nurses were in their wards, and 
the surgeon to the detachment “expressed the 
confidence he felt in leaving anxious cases under 
their care.” Essex 18 must be well off if all the 
ladies mentioned are trained nurses. Greenwich 
and Woolwich (London 26) was early in the 
war employed for rest station work in connection 


with the Royal Herbert Hospital. Kensington 
(London 28) acquired the Weir Hospital, 
Balham, for the reception of the sick and 


wounded from abroad and it has been placed 
at the disposal of the War Office for the purpose. 
Two members of Surrey 1 (Wimbledon) “are 
detailed daily to the headquarters of the 5th 
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Reserve) 
attend to casualties. 

The journal First Aid says: “ During the past 
month many detachments have been convert- 
ing public buildings into hospitals, and equipping 
them, regardless of their geographical positions 
or organised schemes, and without authority.” 

[wo results stand out prominently from the 
multiplication of these unprofessional mushroom 
hospitals, for we learn on excellent authority that 
there have been hospitals of 50 to 100 beds with 
only one trained nurse (who is expected to work 
with a constantly changing staff of V.A.D. mem- 
bers on short time-shifts), and a case is known to 
have occurred in which a hospital matron found 
that she was required to work under an untrained 
commandant! She naturally resigned. 

Now let us quote some information kindly given 
to a representative of Tae Nursine Times by one 
of the medical exponents of the work of the de- 
tachments. ‘The first thing to do,” he said, “is 
to remove any possibility of suspicion that the 
members of Voluntary Aid Detachments, whether 
members of the Red Cross Society or of the Am- 
bulance Department of the Order of St. John, are 
nurses. It should always be distinctly remem- 
bered that from the Red Cross point of view a 
trained nurse who takes the place of lady super- 
intendent in a V.A.D. means a nurse who has 
completed the three years’ course of training in 
the service of a general hospital containing not 
less than 100 beds having a nurses’ training school 
attached, and who having qualified has received a 
certificate to this effect. Unfortunately certain 
members of women’s detachments are often called 
by the public and even by members and matrons 
‘hospital nurses.’! This of course is strictly in- 
correct. They should be called members, and 
only members. They are not nurses and they 
never will be, unless they like to go through the 
three years’ course of training just referred to. It 
is true that every one of them hopes for an oppor- 
tunity, should arise, of aiding in the 
nursing of the sick and wounded sailors and sol- 
diers. But whatever their training has been they 
can only be regarded by the medical and nursing 
profession as probationers. . . . The object of the 
ted Cross organisation is to give untrained women 
some elementary knowledge of first aid, home 
nursing, hygiene, laundry, and cookery, and 
some of the best of these women, if physically fit, 
cam undoubtedly be utilised as probationers in 
well-organised hospitals to work under the eye of 
the sisters and steff nurses.. On the other hand 
those of them who are not wanted for subordinate 
hospital service are making themselves better citi- 
zens of the British Empire, and are learning some 
of those qualities which are the pride and glory 
of woman. . . . Any trained nurse will allow that 
one of the first and most difficult things which she 
had to learn upon entering a hospital is discipline, 
and this is of extreme importance in all ambu- 
lance movements. The untrained individual has 
to recognise that every detail of nursing must be 
carried out not as she thinks it should be, but as

of V.A.D.’s have had the good fortune in London 
and elsewhere during the last three years to be 
accepted for ward work, and the matrons of the 
institutions who have permitted them to attend 
for two or three weeks (sometimes resident, some- 
times non-resident) have been struck with their 
willingness to learn. 

In reply to a question as to certain photographs 
of V.A.D. members in theatre uniform this ay. 
thority said: “Elementary instruction in surgical 
cleanliness can be best taught by object lessons, 
and therefore the Red Cross members are per- 
mitted at the end of their time to prepare an 
ordinary room in the hospital as an operating 
theatre and to receive instruction from a doctor 
as to the toilet and requisites of an operating 
theatre. This justifies these pictures, although it 
is to be hoped that this limited training will have 
taught these amateurs enough to show them their 
ignorance.” 

It is easy to be wise after the event. But it 
does seem obvious (and in this conclusion we 
believe we shall be supported by many responsible 
V.A.D. members) that the Red Cross Society 
would have been well advised to devote part of its 
energies to the organisation—in detachments or 
groups of, say, thirty to fifty—of trained nurses, 
who might have been instructed in field ambvu- 
lance and stretcher work. We believe nurseg 
would have welcomed this useful additional train- 
ing; certainly those who had gone through it 
would have found the benefit of it now. Those 
women and girls who could not give the time to 
a full hospital course of three years could have 
been trained as orderlies to assist the nurses, and 
thus from the first there need never have been 
any confusion, either in their own minds or in 
the mind of the public, between the distinct 
functions. 

This clearing of the air is indeed being tardily 
undertaken by the new joint committee of the 
ted Cross and St. John. In order to find work 
for suitable women the two Societies have ar- 
ranged for the establishment of a special class te 
help in hospitals in this country or abroad. They 
will not be able, by any possibility, to consider 
themselves as nurses, but it is hoped in this way 
to provide an outlet for their energies. They will 
be selected from the voluntary Aid Detachments 
of the two Societies, and they will help in the 
work of the wards, in the kitchens, and in the 
store-rooms, their designation being that of 
“women orderlies.” In this way the use of the 
word: “probationer” will be avoided and the un- 
trained woman will have no ground for consider: 
ing herself a nurse for wounded soldiers. A cer 
tain amount of training, however, will be neces- 
sary, and it will be required that each applicant 
should have served for a short time at least in 8 
hospital. Those going abroad must have a work- 
ing knowledge of French. The women orderlies 
will be drawn from the two Societies in propor 
tion to the number of women in the Voluntary Aid 
Detachments, and all applications for work will be 
submitted to the committee of matrons at St. 
John’s Gate.

He asks what 
that is, and the nurse, who has been carefully trained in 
real aseptic work, says, in fear and trembling: ‘That 
is carbolic lotion for your instruments.” It is most in- 
structive to see the look of contempt on the surgeon’s 
face as he says: “Carbolic lotion! Who on earth uses 
antiseptics nowadays’? TI thought that no one out of an 
asylum ever thought of them. Take it away and bring 
me a bow! of boiled water.’’ He does not disinfect his 
hands, but trusts to the protection of boiled gloves, which, 
however, are soiled at the very beginning by being put on 
with unsterilised hands.

Having mpleted the disinfection of the wound, the 
tourniquet relaxed, the vessels tied, and a good sized 
drainage tube inserted down to the bottom of the wound, 
or even through a counter opening if there is any doubt 
thoroughness of the disinfection. Any incisions 
made by the surgeon may be closed by stitches, but no 
attempt should be meade to stitch the wound, 
unless possibly where flaps of skin have been turned to 
one side, in which case they may be brought roughly into 
position by two or three stitches. After the disinfection 
of the wound is complete, it is well to give the skin 
around an additional wash with the carbolic lotion, in 
case it may have again become soiled from the wound. 

In the case of a wound on the trunk or neck, where no 
tourniquet is available, and where therefore the bleeding 
cannot be thoroughly checked, the disinfection is much 
more difficult and uncertain, because blood is constantly 
washing away and diluting the antiseptic Hence, the 
first thing to be done under these circumstances is to 
open up the wound and try to check the bleeding by 
clamping any bleeding points; these, however, must not 
be tied at this stage. The wound should then be firmly 
packed with gauze, so as to check the capillary oozing.

At one town the French Colonel, hearing that there 
were Red Cross nurses in the ambulance, sent out and 
invited us to come in and have some coffee We went 
in, and were received by very handsome men in gorgeous 
uniforms. Two were wearing the Cross of the Legion of 
Honour. None of the officers, apparently, could speak 
English, and our man interpreted for us 
funny 

We arrived here about 9 p.m. We were not expected, 
60 a place had to be hastily prepared in wl ich we could 
sleep. We settled into a house which was deserted. 
Judge of the amazement of a youth in blue overalls when 
on coming in in the morning to open the shutters he 
found two strange Englishwomen in bed! His face was 
a study, and he darted into the dressing-room which 
adjoined the room. 

The next day we were given our work. Mine was to 
take charge of two wards, containing twenty beds ] 
have five orderlies who act as probationers. Most of the 
patients have been wounded by shrapnel, and some of the 
wounds are appalling! The men are so brave, and they 
endure the Bes agonising pain without groaning or cry 
ing out. I have never seen such pluck as they show in 
my —— of nursing. They are real Britons. This 
is a field hospital, and is more of a rest station than any 
shine. The patients come in, are dressed, 
day or two, and go on to Paris or elsewhere 

Robinson and I are living with two Cat 
and all four of us have our meals They 
little women, and will do anything for us. One takes 
night duty for the French ward. Neither of them can 
speak a word of English, and our efforts at making one 
another understand are most amusing 
On Thursday, about 3 p.m., I was helping a doctor 
with a dressing when we heard a terrifi 
our heads, followed by a loud bang! 
beginning of shelling. 

We had about fifteen shells in an hour; all of them 
burst very near to us, one coming about ten yards from 
my ward, and another as far behind. They were much 
too near to be pleasant. I felt a bit funky. No one 
saw it, though, so it did not matter. We just went on 
with our dressings as usual [t is just awful to be under 
fire. One does not mind the explosion of the shell so 
much as the whistling, which warns one that a shell is 
coming. First we heard the report, then the whistling, 
which we could hear for about fifteen seconds, but it 
seemed as many minutes, so that the bang was a relief. 
One man was killed outright Another was severely 
wounded, and was brought into the surgical ward. 

We had been warned upon our arrival that we might 
have to depart suddenly. The military authorities will 
not allow Army nurses to be so near the firing lines, and 
officially we were not at Braisne. All four of us begged

FROM A NURSE’S DIARY 
Vn RY terrible experiences are related in the diary of a 
Te 


se which appears in the Westminster Cathedral 
hronicle. On August 7th she left with a nursing party 
for Belgium. It was composed of a priest. a surgeon and 
five nurses from the Hospital of St. John ar 
beth, Miss Fullerton’s Homes and St. Andrev

RECENT EXPERIENCES IN GERMANY 

T O one would wish to live twice through the experi 
ie in Germany which formed the subject of a 
lecture given by Dr. Barty King at the City of Londorf 
Chest Hospital on November Srd. Starting after wat 
was declared between Germany and Russia, but before 
the ultimatum to England had expired, he found the 
difficulties of getting into Germany were great, but were 
as nothing to those encountered in trying to get away 
In travelling by train there were innumerable delays and 
untold discomforts, interspersed by frequent police and 
military inspections. On motor journeys sentries ordered 
his party to halt, and at other times trunks of trees laid 
across the road barred the way. On one occasion they 
were so overjoyed at obtaining a passport that they 
omitted to read it, and found themselves arrested because 
they travelled by road when they should have taken the 
train They were told that they would never leave 
Germany, and had to contemplate an existence spent in 
harvesting and digging potatoes. In the midst of this 
danger, however, Dr. Barty King made good use of his 
time, and brought home a number of most interesting 
photographs of German Red Cross work. 

Dr. King is well acquainted with Germany and the 
Germans, and speaks of them with fairness. But he is

\\ und Mrs. T. A. Nelson have transformed their 
beautiful residence at St. Leonards, Dalkeith Road, into 
a most ympact and perfectly equipped hospital of fifty 
beds. At present about forty men from Craigleith Hos 
ng attained the convalescent stage, are regaining

pital, 
health and strength amid these lovely surroundings. On 
the ground floor the dining-room, drawing-room, and 
another room form wards of ten and six beds, and the 
fine racquet court has been transformed into a large ward 
of about eighteen beds. On the first floor there are two 
other wards of six and four beds, also doctors’, matron’s, 
and nurses’ rooms. Mention must be made of the very 
complete little surgery on the second floor. Each patient 
has, as in Craigleith and elsewhere, his own little cup- 
board beside his bed, and here a dainty curtain of deep 
cream-coloured material with a red cross in the centre 
keeps all dust away from the contents, besides adding 
greatly to the attractive appearance of the wards. The 
grounds are extensive and sheltered from the east by 
Arthur's Seat, and when we visited the hospital the 
majority of the patients were enjoying the open-air treat 
ment to the full. 

The hospital staff consists of the resident doctor, 
matron, three fully-trained nurses, and ten Red Cross 
(V.A.D.) helpers. The matron, Miss Mary Gibb, was
